neſs that belongs to: a Rational and intellefual Being, can 
never be attain'd butin a way of holineſs and conformity unto 
the Divine Will : for, ſuch a temper and diſpoſition of mind 
Is neceſſary unto Happineſs, not by vertue of any arbitra-

Ir would be too great : a Task to purſue his Acconipliſh- 
ments through the various Kinds of Literature: -I ſhall con 
tent my ſelf to add only his great Acquaintance with the 
Fathers and Eccleſiaſtical Writers; and the Doctors of the 

firſt and pureſt Ages both of the Greek and Latine Church 
which he has made uſe of againſt the Romaniſts, to vindi- 
cate the Church of England Gr the Challenge of Innova» 
tion, and prove her to be truly Ancient  Catholick., and 
Apoſtolical. 

But Religior. and Vere is the Crown of all other: Ac- 
compliſhments; and it was the Glory of this preat Man; to- 
be thought a Chriſtian , and whatever you added to it, he 
look'd upon as a term of diminution t and yet he was 4 
Zealons Son of the Church of Exgland; but that was -be- 
cauſe he judg'd her (and with great reaſon.) a Church the 
moſt purely Chriſtian of any in the World. In his youn- 
ger 'years he mer with; ſome Aſfaults from Popery ; and the 
high' pretenfions of their Religious Orders were very ac- 
cnilnodave e& his- Devotional Temper : but he was alwayes 
fo much Maſter -of himſelf, that he would neyer be gavern- 
ed'by any thing but Reaſon, and the evidence of Truth , 
which ized him in the ſtudy of thoſe Controverſies ; ind 
to how good ' purpoſe; thie Would is by. this: time a: ſuffi

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"laſt to cenſure them with ſome ſeverity; but confe(s I have 


ſo great an opinion of his Judgment , and the charitableneſs 


of his Spirit, that I am afraid he did not think worſe of them 


than they deſerve. | | | 
But Religion is not a matter of Theory and Orthodox 
Notions; and it is not enough to believe aright, bat we 
muſt praGiſe accordingly ; and to maſter our paſſions, and 
co make a right uſe of that euri{vaw, and power that God 
has given us over our own actions, .1s a greater glory than 
all other Accompliſhments that can adorn the mind of 
Man ; and therefore I ſhall cloſe my Character of this Great 
Perſonage with a touch upon ſome of thoſe Vertues, for 
which his Memory will be pretious to all Poſterity. He 
was a Perſon of great Humility ; and, notwithſtanding his 
ſtupendious Parts, and Learning , and Eminency of Place, 
he had nothing in him of Pride and Humour, but was Cour- 
teous and Afﬀable . and of eafie Acceſs, and would lend 
a ready Far to the complaints, - yea to the impertinencies, 
of the meaneſt perſons. His Humility was coupled with an 
Extraordinary Piety'; and, I believe , he ſpent the greateſt 

part of his time in Heaven ; his ſolemn hours of Prayer took 
up a conſiderable portion of his Life ; and we are not-to 
doubt., but he had learnd of St. Paul to pray continually ; 
and that occafional Ejaculations, and frequent Aſpirations - 
and Emigrations of his Soxl after God, made: up the beſt 
part of his Devotions. But he was not onely a Good Mar 
God-ward, but he was come to the top of St. Peter's gra- 
dation , and to all his other Vertues added a large and diffu- 
five Charity: And, whoever ever compares his plentiful 
Incomes , with the inconfiderable Fate he left at his Death, 
will be cafily convinc'd that Charity was Steward for a great 
proportion of his Revenue. But the Hungry that he fed, 
and the Naked that he cloath'd, and the Diſtreſs'd that he 
ſupplyd , and the Fatherlefs that he provided for ; the poor 
Children that he put to Apprentice , and brought up at 


_ Schoo], and maintaind at the Univerſity , will now ſounda 


Trumpet to that Charity which he difperſed with his right 
hand, but would not ſuffer his left hand to have any know- 
ledg. of it. OE Co - 
To ſumm wp all in a few-words; This Great Prelate he 
had the good Humourof a Gentleman , the Elaquence of an

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man , the Profoundneſs of a Philoſopher, the Wiſdom of 
a Counſellor , the Sagacity of a Prophet, the Reaſon of an 
Angel, and the Picty of a Saint: He had Deyotioh enough 
for a Cloyſter , Learning enough for an Univerſity , and Wir 
enough. for a Colledge of Virtuoſe- 5 and, had his Parts and 
Endowments been parcell'd our among his :poor Clergy that 
he left behind him, 1t would perhaps have made one of the 
beſt Dioceſe in the World. But alas! Our Father, our Father! 
the Horſes of our Iſrael, and the Chariot thereof; he is gone, 
and has carried his Mange and his Spirit along with him-up 
to Heaven ; and the Sons of the Prophets haye loſt all their 
beauty and {uſtre which they enjoy d only from the re: 
flexion of his Excellencies , which were bright - and radiant 
enough to caſt a glory upon a whole Qrderiof Mey. But the 
Suti-of this 'our world after many attempts to -break through 
the Cruſt of an earthly Body, is at laſt ſwallow'd upin the 
great Vortex of Eternity. and there all his Mapule are ſcat- 
ter'd and diſloly'd, and he is fixt in an Orb of Glory , 
and ſhines among his Brethren-ſtars 5 that an their ſeveral 
Ages gave light to the World, and turnd many. Souls un- 
to Righteouſneſs; and we that are left behind, 'though we 
can never reach his PerfeGtions, miuſt ſtudy to imitate his 
Vertues , that we ivay at laſt come 20 fit at bis feet in. the 
Manſions of Glory ; which God grant for his infinite mer- 
ciesin Jeſus Chriſt: To whom, with the Father , through 
the Eternal Spirit , be afcribed al Hononr and Glory, 
Worſhip and Thankſ-giving, Love andObedience, now anfl
